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SUBJECT: VECHERNYAYA MOSKVA ATTACKS ON AMERICAN JOURNALISTS, OTHERS 
WHO INCITE SOVIET JEWISH REFUSENIKS 

SUMMARY: BASED ON INTERVIEW WITH RECANTED REFUSENICK, A LONG 
ARTICLE IN MAY 17 VECHERNYAYA MOSKVA (VECHERKA) BITTERLY ATTACKS 
AMERICAN 

JOURNALISTS RESIDENT IN MOSCOW, A FORMER EMBOFF AND SOME AMERICAN 
"TOURISTS" WHO VISIT THE SOVIET UNION. REFUSENIKS ARE ACCUSED OF 
MANUFACTURING STORIES ON THE JEWISH QUESTION FOR ANTI-SOVIET PUR- 
POSE OF JOURNALISTS, AND ARE AIDED AND ABETTED BY OTHERS MENTIONED. 
END SUMMARY. 
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1 . MAY 17 VECHERKA CARRIES HALF PAGE ARTICLE BY R TOPOLYEV 
ENTITLED "ACCORDING TO AN ALIEN SCHENARIO" BASED ON LONG INTERVIEW 
WITH FORMER REFUSENIK LEONID TSYPIN. HAVING SEEN THE LIGHT, 

TSYPIN 

EXPLAINS WHY HE BECAME A REFUSENIK AND WHAT EVIL ACTIVITIES 
REFUSENIK JEWS CARRY OUT IN THE SOVIET UNION. HE EXPLAINS THAT 
HE WAS ONLY 19 IN 1971 AND AS A YOUNG, NAIVE, IMPRESSIONABLE 
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MAN DECIDED, AGAINST THE ADVICE OF HIS PARENTS, TO GO TO ISRAEL. 

HE WAS GIVEN AN INVITATION LETTER FROM A FICTITIOUS RELATIVE, 

BUT OVIR REFUSED TO ALLOW HIM TO LEAVE. HE GAVE UP HIS JOB, 

AND BECAME ASSOCIATED WITH "PEOPLE CALLED IN THE WEST 'FIGHTERS 
FOR HUMAN RIGHTS". HE NAMES POL’SKIY AND SLEPAK AS TWO OF THEM. 

2. TXOPIN EXPLAINS THAT THE "ANTI-SOVIT" ACTIVITIES OF THE 
REFUSENIK COMMUNITY ARE ORGANIZED AND FINANCED FROM ABROAD. 

THE REFUSENIKS ENGAGE IN UNACCEPTABLE ACTIVITIES, STIR UP 
SCANDALS AND IN SOME CASES FABRICATE INFORMATION. REFUSALS OF 
EXIT PERMISSION TO JEWS ARE DISTORTED TO APPEAR AS VIOLATIONS 

OF HUMAN RIGHTS EVEN THOUGH REFUSALS WERE FOR PERFECTLY VALID 
REASONS. ORGANIZATIONS CALLED "SOKHNUT" AND THE NATIONAL CON- 
FERENCE FOR SOVIET JEWRY ARE DESCRIBED AS SENDING MONEY, GIFTS 
AND PACKAGES ON WHICH UNEMPLLYED REFUSENIKS WERE ABLE TO LIVE 
QUITE WELL. TSYPIN SAYS THAT SUCH REFUSENIK LEADERS AS LUNTS, 
SLEPAK AND LERNER POCKETED MUCH OF THIS MONEY. THEY QUARRELED 
AMONG THEMSELVES IN AN ATTEMPT TO GET MORE SYMPATHY IN THE 
WEST. IN AN OBLIQUE ATTACK AT LOS ANGELES TIMES CORRESPONDENT 
TOTH, TSYPIN NOTES THAT HE WROTE AN ARTICLE ABOUT DISUNITY IN 
THE REFUSENIK COMMUNITY BUT WAS "ASHAMED" TO MENTION NAMES. 

3. TSYPIN GOES ON TO DESCRIBE HOW REFUSENIKS CONTRIVE THEIR 
ANTI-SOVIET ACTIVITIES. INSTRUCTIONS ARE RECEIVED FROM 
HOURNALISTS AND SOME DIPLOMATS, AND THE STORIES ARE FILED BEFORE 
THE EVENTS OCCUR. HE DESCRIBES ONE ATTEMPT TO FABRICATE 

AN INCIDENT AT ON SOVIET OFFICE IN 1973 AND MENTIONS ANOTHER 
ATTEMPT TO PROVOKE A DEMONSTRATION BEFORE PRESIDENT NIXON'S 
VISIT IN 1974. HE MENTIONS ZB ARSKY, INEZ WEISSMAN, IRENE 
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AND SIDNEY MANEKOV SKIY FROM THE US, JUNE JACOBS OF THE UK 
AND BARUCH POLLACK OF CANADA AS PARTICULARLY ACTIVE IN ENCOUR- 
AGING REFUSENIK ACTIVITIES. 

4. TSYPIN THEN LINKS A LUNTS AND L GENDIN WITH L ROSENBLUM 

OF THE UNIONOF COUNCILS FOR SOVIET JEWRY WHO ALLEGEDLY SAID 
THAT HE COULD NO "HELP" SOVIET JEWS UNELSS HE RECEIVED INFORMA- 
TION (UNSPECIFIED) IN RETURN. LUNTS ALLEGEDLY SUPPLIED MONEY 
FOR TSYPIN TO VISIT KIEV AND KHARKOV IN AN ATTEMPT TO FIND 
"FACTS" CONCERNING VIOLATIONS OF HUMAN RIGHTS OF JEWS. COMMON 
CRIMINALS WRE DESCRIBED AS POLITICAL PRISONERS AND SIGNATURES 
WERE FORGED ON LETTERS OSTENSIBLY FROM SOVIET REFUSENIKS. IN 
AN ASIDE, TSYPIN COMMENTS THAT A RIGOROUS SILENCE WAS OBSERVED 
CONCERNING THOSE FORMER SOVIET JEWS IN THE WEST WHO WERE UNHAPPY 
THERE. 

5. TSYPIN COMMENTS ABOUT INVOLVEMENT WITH THE 
REFUSENIKS OF A FORMER MEMBER OF THE AMERICAN EMBASSY, 

M. WENICK. IN A LONG CONVERSATION WITH TSYPIN, WENICK 
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PURPORTEDLY GAVE DETAILED COMMENTARY ON THE PLANS OF THOSE WHO 
HAD TEMPORARILY BEEN REFUSED PERMISSION TOEMIGRATE FROM THE 
USSR, OFFERED CORRECTIONS TO THESE PLANS AND RECOMMENDED THAT 
TSYPIN AND OTHER REFUSENIKS "MORE OFTEN CARRY OUT HOOLIGAN 
TRICKS IN PUBLIC PLACES IN MOSCOW IN ORDER TO ESTABLISH THE 
APPEARANCE F A CONTINUOUS PROTEST. "' 

6. TYSPIN ACCUSES JOURNALISTS J PIPERT, H SMITH, 

D BONA VIA, A FRIENDLY AND G KRIMSKY, OF REGULARLY MEETING 
DISSIDENTS IN ORDER TO SET UP FAKE NEWS STORIES. STEVE BROENING 
OF AP IS PORTRAYED AS INCITING THE DISSIDENTS TO TAKE ACTION 
DURING THE DEBATE ON THE JACKSON AMENDMENT, WHILE JAMES JACKSON 
(CHICAGO TRIBUNE) IS ACCUSED OF ENCOURAGING THE REFUSENIKS 
"ABOUT THE NECESSITY OF GETTING IN CONTACT WITH SO-CALLED 
DISSIDENTS, MEETING WITH ORLOV, GRIGORYENKO AND THEIR COMPANY." 
TSYPIN OBSERVES THAT FOR SOME PEOPLE IN THE WEST IT IS ESSENTIAL 
TO FABRICATE THE STORY THAT THERE EXISTS AN OPPOSITION IN THE 
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7. TSYPIN THEN GOES ON TO GIVE DETAILS OF HIS CONTACTS WIHT 
B JAMES OF UPI, G KRIMSKY OF AP. AND JIM SHAW OF TIME. 

HERE HE MAKES THE METHOD OF CONTACT IWH CORRESPONDENTS SOUND 
LIKE A TYPICAL SPY STORY. 

8. THE ARTICLE ENDS WITH A LONG MEA CULPA IN WHICH TSYPIN 
EXPLAINS THAT HAVING SEEN THE LIGHT HE WISHES ONLY TO COMMUNICATE 
TO OTHERS "IN HIS FATHERLAND" ABOUT THE DANGERS TO WHICH HE 

WAS EXPOSED. 

9. COMMENT: THIS ARTICLE SEEMS DIRECTED PRIMARILY 
AGAINST AMERICAN JOURNALISTS ASSIGNED TO MOSCOW. IT IS NOTE- 
WORTHY THAT ONLY ONE THIRD COUNTRY JOURNALIST (BONA VIA) WAS 
NAMED AND ONLY AMERICAN NEWS ORGANIZATIONS AND PAPERS WERE 
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MENTIONED BY NAME. THE ARTICLE SEEMS DESIGNED TO GET ACROSS 
TO THE AVERAGE SOVIET READER THAT REFUSENIKS ARE DANGEROUS 
PEOPLE ENGAGED IN ANTI-SOVIET ACTIVITIES AND ARE AIDED AND 
ABETTED IN THIS BY AMERICAN JOURNALISTS WHO ARE PREPARED TO GO 
EVEN TO THE LENGTHS OF MANUFACTURING NEWS STORIES. IT IS 
PERHAPS NOTEWORTHY THAT OF JOURNALISTS MENTIONED ALL BUT TOTH 
HAVE ALREADY LEFT THE SOVIET UNION AND THAT TOTH IS SOON TO 
LEAVE. FORMER EMBASSY OFFICERS NIDK LEFT MOSCOW IN 1973. 

10. THE CHOICE OF VECHERKA, A PAPER READ BY MANY FOREIGNERS IN 
MOSCOW. AND THE FACT THAT TASS ENGLISH CARRIED A LONG EXTRACT 
FROM THE ARTICLE INDICATES THAT THE ARTICLE IS DESIGNED TO 
HAVE A FOREIGN IMPACT AS WELL. THIS ARTICLE MIGHT PRESAGE AN 
ATTACK ON THE ACTIVITIES OF JOURNALISTS IN THE CONTEXT OF THE 
BELGRADE CSCE REVIEW CONFERENCE. THE ATTACKS AGAINST ORLOV 
AND GRIGORYENKO SEEM TO US TO BE FAIRLY ROUTINE, ALTHOUGH IT 
IS THE FIRST TIME THAT GRIGORYENKO HAS BEEN MENTIONED BY NAME 
IN SOVIET PROPAGANDA IN SOME TIME. END COMMENT 

11. PRESS GUIDANCE. IF ASKED ABOUT THE ALLEGATIONS AGAINST 
WENICK, WE INTEND TO SAY THE CHARGES ARE. OF COURSE, ABSURD.
